All  the  food  poisoning  notifications  were  in  respect  of  a 
public  institution,  and  occurred  at  the  same  time.  The  cause  was 
afterwards  proved  not  to  be  due  to  food.  The  dysentery  cases  also 
occurred  at  another  public  institution,  and  all  recovered.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  whooping  cough.  There  were 
no  notifications  of  dijftheria, small  pox  or  saline  fever. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  total  absence  of  notifications  of  anddeaths  from 
diphtheria  continues,  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  part  of  this  report, 
due  very  largely,  if  not  entirely,  tu  the  efficient  carrying  out  of 
the  immunisation  of  children  against  this  disease.  Children  under 
3  years  of  age  are  dealt  with  by  general  medical  practitioners  and 
those  over  3  (i.o.  school  ago)  up  to  13  years  of  age,  by  the  County 
School  Medical  Officers .  Children  immunised  during  the  year  in  this 
area  arc  as  follows

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  definite  decline 
in  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  in  this  area,  and  in  the 
County  generally.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  and  deaths  are  slightly  higher  than 
last  year.  There  is  apparently  still  a  shortage  of  sanitor inn  beds 
available  judging  by  the  fact  that  notifications  of  removal  to 
sanitoria  totalled  only  14  out  of  the  total  of  43  new  notifications. 
Tuberculosis  dispensaries  for  this  area  are  as  before  at  the  Central 
Clinic,  Tower  Hill,  Bristol  and  at  68,  Old  Street,  Clevedon. 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  at  the  County  Hall,  Taunton, 
and  at  the  Bristol  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Canynge  Hall,  Whatley 
Road,  Bristol,  8. 

Hospital  treatment  and  isolation  for  infectious  diseases  is 
provided  at  Ham  Green  Hospital,  near  Pill,  The  arrangements  for 
medical  and  surgical  hospital  treatment  are  now  under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board;  ambulance  facilities  and  nursing 
in  the  homes,  child  welfare  and  maternity  are  all  dealt  with  by 
the  County  Authority,  as  also  are  the  treatment  centres  and  clinics. 
Legislation  in  the  area  is  unchanged.

The  water  supply  of  the  District  has  generally  been 

satisfactory  in  quality  with  the  exception  of  the  few 

areas  which  are  included  in  proposed  water  <_■-  . 
supply  schemes. 

The  position  with  regard  to  quantity  was  mainly  satisfactory 
but  a  partial  failure  in  the  borehole  serving  the  Council' s 
ration  Supply  caused  some  temporary  shortage.  The  supply 
was,  however,  maintained  by  water  supplied  in  bulk  by  the 
Clevedon  Water  Company,  through  an  emergency  main  which 
was  laid  to  link  up  the  two  supplies. 

Sixty  samples  of  water  from  main  and  piped  supplies  were

This  unsatisfactory  private  estate  supply  derived  from 
the  coal  measures  has  been  abandoned  and  all  the  houses 
concerned  have  been  connected  to  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company' s  main. 

2.  WESTON- IN- GO RDA  NO  PAROCHIAL  SUPPLY. 

This  main  supply  which  is  obtained  by  the  Council  in 
bulk  from  a  private  estate  supply,  with  a  spring  source, 
was  found  periodically  to  be  polluted. 

Emergency  chlorination  was  resorted  to,  but  negotiations 
are  proceeding  with  the  Portishead  Water  Company  for  an 
extension  of  their  main  from  North  Weston  to  replace  the 
existing  supply. 

3.  REDCLIFFE  BAY. 

The  piped  supplies  to  two  large  movable  dwelling  sites 
with  an  appreciable  number  of  temporary  dwellings 
permanently  occupied  thereon,  were  found  to  be  badly 
polluted.  Temporary  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Redcliffe  Bay  Mutual  Bungalow  Association  for  the 
occupiers  of  the  sites  to  obtain  water  from  the 
Association's  standpipes. 

The  Portishead  Water  Company  are  being  pressed  to  carry 
out  the  proposed  main  extension  to  the  Redcliffe  Bay  area, 
and  in  respect  of  which  the  Council  are  prepared  to  bear 
the  guarantee.

In  last  years  report  I  remarked  that  the  completion  of 
the  post  war  housing  programme  seemed  to  he  almost  as  far  away 
as  ever,  and  this  still  holds  good.  Though  a  considerable 
number  of  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  district  each  year  - 
chiefly  by  your  Council  -  applicants  still  needing  houses  are 
almost  as  numerous  as  before.  .Also  there  are  several  water 
supply  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  which  have  been  planned  but 
could  not  be  dealt  with  this  year.  Nevertheless,  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  continues  to  improve  and  is  reasonably 
satisfactory,  especially  considering  the  scattered  nature  of 
the  area,  of  nearly  50,  000  acres  and  21  parishes. 

I  conclude  this  report  by  tendering  my  sincere  thanks  to 
your  Council  for  the  support  and  consideration  always  extended 
to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  and  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Health  and  other  departments  for  their  efficient  and  willing 
help  and  co-operation.
